Locomotive Collision Saturday 

Morning; Died Tuesday Morning 
* * • 

Suffered A Fractured Back; Funeral Being Held 
This Afternoon; Came Here In 1928 From Saskat¬ 
chewan; Had Been Active Worker Legion. 


Lou Clary, 52, died at 2 a.m. 
Tuesday from injuries suffered 
when a three ton Dodge truck 
which he was driving, while 
In the employ of West Canadian 
Collieries, became involved in a 
collision with a C.P.R. locomo¬ 
tive at a railway crossing near 
Bellevue at 9 a.m. Saturday. 

Critically injured Mr. Clary 
was taken to Bellevue hospital 
where X-Ray pictures revealed 
he had suffered a broken back. 
His condition worsened during 
his three days in the hospital 
and death came to relieve his 
suffering early Tuesday morn¬ 
ing. 

The truck was a total wreck. 
The impact carried it a consid¬ 
erable distance and while be¬ 
ing pushed by the engine un¬ 
derneath a portion of the West 
Canadian tipple it damaged 
some supports. 

A coroner’s jury was called at 
2 p.m. Tuesday and upon hav¬ 
ing the body identified caused 
it to be released for burial. 

Deceased was born at Kent 
County, England and at the 
tender age of six months was 
brought by his parents to Souris, 
Man. When a young man he 
moved to Lancer, Saskatchewan, 
where he married Miss Blanche 


Huffman in 1918. Ten years 
later they and their family 
moved to Coleman where de¬ 
ceased gained employment as a 
truck driver with McGillivray 
Creek, a position he held until 
recent months when he entered 
the employ of West Canadian 
Collieries as a truck driver. 

Lou, as he was widely known, 
was very popular among a wide 
circle of friends. Fond of sport 
he was a booster of local teams 
and upon the organization of 
lawn bowling at the local 
branch of the Canadian Legion 
he became a most enthusiastic 
player. 

Surviving are Mrs. Clary, 
daughters Shirley and Joy and 
a son Paul, three brothers Wil¬ 
liam and Jack of Lancer and 
Lyle of Battrum, Sask., and one 
sister Mrs. Aimer Campbell, of 
Lancer. The brothers and sis¬ 
ters arrived qn Monday and saw 
him before his death. 

The funeral will be held from 
the Family Residence in East 
Coleman at 2.30, services being 
conducted in St. Paul’s United 
church with Rev. Dr. R. Ma- 
gowan officiating. Interment 
wil be made in Coleman Union 
cemetery.

Coleman Fish & Game Asso¬ 
ciation is appealing to the fish¬ 
ermen and hunters 
to unite to conserve the fish 
and game in this area and thus 
save it from extinction. It will 
endeavor to accomplish this ob¬ 
jective by injecting re-newed 
vigor in the club and by seek¬ 
ing a larger and more enthusi¬ 
astic membership. 

Following is the appeal draft¬ 
ed by the secretary of the local 
association and directed to all 
sportsmen in the Crows Nesi 
Pass area: 

“Cautioning All Sportsmen . . 
Leave Some Fish and Game for 
the Future”. 

“The wildlife crisis that has 
been stalking our game for 
years is about to pounce upon 
it and wipe out the last remain¬ 
ing traces of a once great na¬ 
tural resource. 

“Now is the time for us to de¬ 


cide whether our children will 
ever see this wildlife in its na¬ 
tural habitat. The alternative 
will be a few pictures and 
stories of the good old days. 

“Statistics show that a count 
on our fish, bird game and big’ 
game now is a mere fraction 
of that of a generation ago. We 
have all enjoyed the slaughter 
.... now we MUST PAY FOR IT 
and conserve what is left until 
these vaulable resources are 
normal again. 

•REMEMBER THIS SPORTS¬ 
MEN: If we do nothing at all 
now to conserve there is still 
another way . . . closed seasons 
for years and years will help to 
gradually regain what has been 
lost. Do you want to see it come 
to that? 

“We agree with you. Our or¬ 
ganization has faded to prac¬ 
tically nothing due to lack of 
interest on all sides. However 
the club has not been dead. We 
have planted between 7,000 and 
8,000 rainbow fingeriings in this 
area in July and have approxi¬ 
mately 70,000 cutthroat finger- 
lings due us this week. These 
are the first cutthroats to be 
planted in this area and should 
do very well in our waters. 

“Now you have a rough idea 
of the gravity of the situation. 
Support us by turning out at 
our next meeting, date to be 
announced, and bring along a 
friend, whether he be young or 
old.

VANCOUVER. — Uranium, rare 
metal used in making atomic bombs, 
has been found in British Columbia, 
near Gun Lake in the Bridge River 
district about 15 miles north of the 
gold mine town of Bralorne. 

The find was reported in Vancouv¬ 
er by the young prospector who dis¬ 
covered it—Ernest Johnson,.

Coleman Board of Trade has been actively en¬ 
gaged in endeavoring to encourage the construction of 
additional homes in Coleman to help alleviate the 
acute housing shortage. 

It has secured the co-operation of Central Mort¬ 
gage & Housing Corporation in trying to solve the prob¬ 
lem and the next step is to determine how many per¬ 
sons in Coleman are desirous of building their own 
home with the aid of a loan. A contractor has voiced 
willingness to come to Coleman to build these homes 
but only on condition that he be guaranteed a specific 
number of units. 

The Board now desires to secure the names of all 
prospective builders who would be interested in build¬ 
ing a home under the Central Mortgage and Housing 
Plan. Homes range from $6,500 and up and are mod¬ 
em in every respect. 

Blue prints on home design and other particulars 
can be obtained from the Board upon application to 
Mr. N. Nicholas. 

Names should be submitted to Board Secretary 
Nick Nicholas within a reasonable time.

NATIONAL 
HOUSING ACT 

A regular series of questions and 
answers on house financing and 
construction. 


Q. I am planning to finance 
construction of a house under 
the National Housing Act. Must 
I use plans provided by Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corpor¬ 
ation? Or may I have plans 
drawn up to suit my own re¬ 
quirements? 

A. You may use your own 
plans, providing they conform 
to the CMHC building stand¬ 
ards. Now, you may also be 
wondering just what your plans, 
which must be submitted with 
your loan application form 
should include. Here are the re¬ 
quirements: a dimensioned plot 
plan, a plan of each floor of the 
house (including basement), a 
plan of the attic space (if fu¬ 
ture installations of rooms are 
intended), all elevations and a 
cross-section. Plans should be 
sufficiently detailed to illustrate 
clearly the type of construction 
or be accompanied by larger 
scale construction details and 
the over-all exterior measure¬ 
ments, as well as the measure¬ 
ments required for construction 
of the building. Specifications, 
outlining the materials, equip¬ 
ment and workmanship you 
propose to use must accompany 
the plans' (Specification blank 
forms may be obtained from 
any approved lending institu¬ 
tion or CMHC office.) At least 
three sets of plans and speci¬ 
fications should be submitted 
for approval to the lending in¬ 
stitution with which you pro¬ 
pose to do business. They will 
be forwarded for you to Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corpor¬ 
ation for the CMHC stamp of 
approval, after which they may 
be used on the job during con¬ 
struction. 

Q. How can a lending institu¬ 
tion be sure that the money it 


Housing Act, is there anything 
that will guarantee me a re¬ 
turn of rentals — or is that just 
a chance I have to take? 

A. At the end of June, an 
amendment to the National 
Housing Act dealing with just 
such a situation became law. 
The idea behind the amend¬ 
ment was to encourage such 
people as you— private enter¬ 
prise in rental housing—by of¬ 
fering an incentive of insured 
rentals. You must build a mini¬ 
mum of eight units to qualify 
under this scheme, conforming 
to the usual CMHC standards. 
The units can be one-family 
dwellings, multiple family dwel¬ 
lings or a combination of both. 
You must agree with CMHC on 
costs, and it will be to your ad¬ 
vantage, of course, if they go 
below the figure estimated and 
agreed upon. Also, the maxi¬ 
mum individual rent for the 
first three years will be deter¬ 
mined by CMHC. Naturally, they 
will have to be reasonable eco¬ 
nomic rents— limited to not 
more than $80 a month for a 
one family unit of 800 square 
feet on a fully serviced basis- 
hot and cold water, heating, 
stove, refrigeration and janitor 
service. Adjustments to this 
rent for units varying from this 
size may be made. The ceiling 
of the guarantee follows auto¬ 
matically from the determina¬ 
tion of the ceiling rents, and 
cannot exceed 85% of the rents. 
It may be less as it covers only 
the following Items: taxes (sub¬ 
ject to escalator); debt service 
on mortgage of 85% of estimat¬ 
ed costs; operating expenses; 
repairs, renewals and replace¬ 
ments; a minimum return of 
2% on 15% of the estimated 
costs of the project; rental in¬ 
surance premium. The insur¬ 
ance premium depends on the 
length of the contract— 1%% 
for 10 years, 2% for 20 years and 
2*4% for 30 years payable an¬ 
nually in advance. At the end 
of the three year term, there is 
no restriction on the rents which 
you may charge. The first re¬ 
quisite is that you must show 
that you have sufficient capital 
(together with the mortgage 
loan) to complete the project.

advances to a builder will be 
sufficient to build the house? 
What happens if the house is 
partially constructed and the 
money runs out? 

A. Naturally, the lending in¬ 
stitution has protection in such 
an eventuality. In the first 
place, it ensures that the build¬ 
er has sufficient funds to make 
up the difference between the 
loan and the cost of the house. 
Advances of the loan are made 
at such points of construction 
that there is always sufficient 
money withheld to complete 
construction. (Lending institu¬ 
tions differ as to the stages 
when the money is advanced.) 
The applicants’ down-payment 
is the first money put into the 
construction. 

Q. I’ve noted in your column 
that a man can use his own 
labor for the down-payment in 
financing a house under the 
National Housing Act. Does that 
mean he doesn’t have to have 
any cash on hand if the value 
of the labor equals the down- 
payment? 

A. The maximum amount of 
labor that can be termed down- 
payment — or equity — is cer¬ 
tainly not more than 10% of the 
total cost of the house. If a man 
obtains a loan of $5,400 for a 
$6,600 house, he needs $1,200 
equity. His labor can hardly ex¬ 
ceed 10%— $660. An additional 
$540 would be needed. Of course, 
if his lot costs $540—or if he 
had material of that value — 
then his equity is taken care 
of right there. No additional 
money, as,equity, is needed. 

Q. I am a builder Intending to 
build houses for rental. If I

What To Do For 

FAINTING 

FAINTING is a condition due to sudden failure of the action of the heart, which may B& caused by 
hemorrhage; or by fatique, want of food, or a close or crowded room; or by fright, dread, sudden bad news, or 
by the sudden relief from fear or anxiety after prolonged suspense. 

The signs are: The patient turns giddy and falls; the face is pale; the pulse is rapid and weak, or 
almost imperceptible; the breathing is quick, sighing and irregular, and the skin becomes cold and clammy. 

TREATMENT: - 

1. Undo all clothing about the neck, chest and waist. 

2. Ensure an abundance of fresh air; open windows and doors; keep back a crowd; remove from harmful 
gases or impure atmosphere. 

3. Sprinkle the face with hot and cold water alternately, and apply warmth to the pit of the stomach 
and over the heart; vigorous friction of the limbs upwards has a stimulating effect. Smelling salts 
may be held to the nose. 

4. If beading has been the cause of the condition guard against its recurrence. The wound will not 
, bleed to any marked extent while the action of the heart is feeble. The wound must be carefully 

watched to be sure that bleeding does not recur when the patient begins to regain consciousness and 
the heart’s action improves; or, if there is no wound look for signs of hemorrhage from an internal 
organ. 

5. If want of nourishment has been the cause of the condition give food sparingly at first. 

6. Give no food or fluids whatever by the mouth while the patient is insensible.

FISH —BAKED, WITH STUFFING 

Select a fish weighing from 2% to 
4 pounds. Bake with the following 
stuffing: 

1 cup crumbs (bread or crackers, 
or half and half) 

Vi. cup melted fat 
Vi. teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon celery salt 
% teaspoon pepper 

Few drops onion juice, if liked 
V. cup water. 

Mix ingredients in order given. If 
a dry filling is desired, the water 
may be omitted. Three tablespoons 
catsup, chopped parsley, capers, 
pickles, or oysters may be added. 
Clean and wipe the fish. Rub the 
Inside with salt. Fill with stuffing 
and sew together. Cut diagonal 
gashes 1% inches apart on both 
sides of the fish and place a strip 
of bacon or salt pork fat in each 
gash. Brush with melted fat, 
sprinkle with salt and pepper. Dredge 
with flour, tie in the shape of a let¬ 
ter "S" and bake in a dripping pan. 
When the flour is browned, baste the 
fish once in 10 minutes. Cook until 
the flesh is firm and separates easily 
from the bone.
